The base polymers 
of each group represent structurally distinct polymer compositions. The structural 
feature which is common to the three groups is the list of functional groups described as 
(a) through (m). However, these functional groups cannot serve as a special technical 
feature within the meaning of the rule because the listed functional groups are well 
known in the art. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
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The species are as follows: a multiplicity of base polymer compositions and a 
further multiplicity of required functional groups.
